1866—1942 


He was born in Danvers, Mass., son of Joseph and Adeline Brummitt. 
His father, disabled from service in the Civil War, moved to Wolfeboro when 
Sherman was six years of age. 


He was educated in the public school at Pleasant Valley. Among his 
teachers were Woodbury P. Horne, and the late John Edgerly of Tuftonboro. 


He was a builder by trade, building most of the camps on the Pleasant 
Valley side of Lake Wentworth. At the age of sixty he retired from building 
and became an insurance agent. 


In 1924 he was elected Selectman of this town, which office he held during 
the remainder of his life with the exception of two years. During these terms 
he was also Water and Sewer Commissioner. Later he was appointed to the 
Zoning’ Committee. 


Ever mindful, with his associates, of the needs of the Town, he was par- 
ticularly interested in the work of relief, and the beautifying of the Lake 
shore frontage. 


He was a member of the Congregational Church, and a trustee for five 


years. He was a long time member of the Lake Shore Grange, and a mem- 
ber of Morning Star Lodge of Masons for fifty-four years.

The public hearing of the Budget Committee ad- 
vertised in the Granite State News, of January 25, 
1945, was held at Brown Hall Friday, February 2, 1945. 
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Town Debt 


In 1944 the various departments of the town re- 
duced their indebtedness as follows: 


Park Loan Notes, 2600 00 
Refunding Bonds, | 3,000 00 
School Bonds, 4,000 00 
Water Bonds, 3,000 00

At the last Town Meeting it was voted to reduce 
the Highway Construction notes by $2,000.00. Due to 
the change in the town fiscal year these notes were not 
paid during 1944 and therefore do not reflect in. this 
year’s report. We recommend that the $1,200.00 bal- 
ance in the Park Loan notes be retired in 1945. We 
also recommend the payment of the note of the town 
on the amount of $600.00 for the building at the Ski 
Slope. This will make the total sum to be retired this 
year $12,800.00. A complete listing of the outstand- 
ing bonds and notes will be found on page 24. 


Capital Reserve Funds 


Acting under Chapter 160 of the Laws of 1943, 
we recommend that the following amounts be raised 
and set aside: 

$500 00 for Soldiers’ Memorial 
500 00 for a Survey of the Town 
2,000 00 for Public Works 


Highways 


The Highway Department has made an excellent 
showing in spite of numerous difficulties such as short- 
age of manpower, shortage of road tar, and other ma- 
terials, and breakdown of equipment. Although the 
present winter with excessive snow has taxed the de- 
partment to the utmost, our roads have been kept open 
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and in good condition. The costs of plowing and snow 
removal are heavy, but the Highway Commissioner is 
not asking for any extra money this year. Some small, 
much needed construction is planned on Whitten’s Neck 
and College Road but both of these projects will be 
paid for under T. R. A. Manpower shortage will un- 
doubtedly curtail this work and also any sidewalk con- 
struction, even though money is appropriated for these 
purposes. 
School Budget 

The School Bonds, on which annual payments of 
$4,000.00 plus interest, have been made ever since Car- 
penter School was built, have all been retired. There- 
fore, in spite of higher costs in many necessary school 
items, the total amount to be raised is $1,576.00 less 
than the amount budgeted last year. For the past few 
years the Brewster Estate has turned over $3,000.00 
per year to the School District, which reduces the total 
budget accordingly. This contribution more than pays 
for the Commercial Course, the Home Economics and 
Manual Training classes, furnished to the Academy by 
the School District. It also pays for the text books 
used at Brewster by all Wolfeboro pupils. 


_. Water and Sewer Department 

The department ended the year with a cash bal- 
ance on hand of $7,425.78. During the year they pur- 
chased $9,000.00 worth of War Bonds under the capital 
reserve law, to be set aside for the purpose of building 
a reservoir. We again commend the Water and Sewer 
Commissioners and the Superintendent for the Depart- 
ment. 

Soldier’s Memorial 

Much interest is developing in the proposal for a 
War Memorial in the shape of a community building 
which would be available for the use of all civic groups, 
such as the American Legion, Red Cross, Chamber of 
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Commerce, Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts and many other or- 
ganizations. Such a building could house a large audi- 
torium for big community gatherings. It could also — 
have a gymnasium for the students of Brewster Acad- 
emy and Carpenter School. Facilities should be made 
available for basketball games, and for other local rec- 
reational purposes. 

The American Legion and the Men’s Club have ap- 
pointed committees to carry on preliminary work in 
connection with the proposed memorial. The Budget 
Committee has approved the sum of $500.00 to pay for 
plans for this much needed structure. It also recom- 
mended setting aside $500.00 under payment to capital 
reserve, for the soldier’s memorial. This sum together 
with other amounts raised through the efforts of the 
committee would be the nucleus of the large sum needed 
to complete the building as soon as possible after the 
war ends. Such a building would stand as a useful, liv- 
ing memorial to the more than 300 Wolfeboro men and 
women in the service. 

The various officials of the town, precinct and 
school board have cooperated with their usual courtesy. 
The committee is grateful to everyone who has as- 
sisted in the preparation of the 1945 budget. Thirty 
or more people from the various town departments have 
had a part in its compilation It is expected that the 
1945 budget will bring the lowest tax rate Wolfeboro 
has enjoyed since 1933.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Board of Trustees of the Wolfeboro Town Li- 
brary: 


Gentlemen: 


The report of the librarian for the year ending 
January 1, 1945 is herewith presented. 


This year has brought few changes in the regular 
library work. It has seen our country still at war; so 
the type of work has followed along much the same 
pattern as the previous year. However, there has been 
a marked increase in the circulation of books and in the 
number of new readers. Then, too, as the months passed 
librarians had to consider more and more problems 
presented as a result of changes in world events. More 
and more material is being sent to libraries on the sub- 
jacts of world peace, Victory gardens, canning, plan- 
“ing of wartime meals, and many other subjects. 


Throughout the year there have been many re- 
quests for books which have been borrowed from the 
State library. Many of these requests have come from 
teachers, from students studying in preparation for 
entering the service, from those preparing papers on 
special subjects, and from many others. This is a 
valuable service available to small libraries. 


With the increase in the number of those entering 
the service have come increasing requests from infor- 
mation about the countries where these boys and girls 
are stationed. Parents and friends are interested in 
learning more about these countries. Young people 
also are interested in learning about other countries. 
In selecting books, this interest has been taken into con- 
sideration. Again, there has been much interest in 
aviation and in other branches of the service. 


TOWN OF WOLFEBORO a) 


Now more than ever before there must be available 
in a library books on the sciences, radio, aviation, 
_ gardening, arts and crafts, and many other subjects of 
current interest. An effort has been made to meet 
these demands. 


This year many books have been contributed to the 
library. Asin past years, Mrs. Jenkinson, Mrs. Smith, 
and many others have been most generous in their gifts 
of books. To all of these persons the librarian expresses 
her appreciation of their generosity and kindness. 


In June, the librarian attended the summer school 
for librarians in Concord. 


The circulation for the year has been 20,710 books 
and magazines of these classes: fiction, 12,321, non- 
fiction, 3,989, children’s books, 4,400. Two hundred 
and forty new borrowers’ cards have been issued. 


There have been 335 books added to the combined 
libraries. Of these 57 were contributed. Among the 
books added was the High School Catalogue a valuable 
reference book. Also a monthly magazine, ‘‘Current 
Biography,” was added to assist students in obtaining 
information about contemporary authors.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
WATER DEPARTMENT 


During the past year, due to the releasing of the 
restrictions on copper and brass we were able to do 
more repair work than in the past three years. - 


Fourteen old services were replaced with copper 
tubing as well as connecting on three new customers. 


There was only one new hydrant installed which 
was a replacement at Brewster Academy. We are 
pleased of the fact that we have ten new hydrants and 
valves on hand which we hope can be installed during 
the coming year. 


The Dusenbury Pipe Line which has been giving us 
some trouble for the last few years was replaced with 
a new pipe to the extent of approximately twenty-five 
hundred feet. 


At the Reservoir we have made a few minor 
changes and hope to have still more attractive grounds 
in the future. 


In regards to breaks in the water line (mains) we 


have had a few which were taken care of as soon as pos- 
sible. 


SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 
SEWER DEPARTMENT 


In the Sewer Department, there has been very little 
new construction work during the past year. 


Each year we try to replace several of the old 
sewer lines with new pipes. 
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During the past year we added four new cus- 
tomers, making a total of approximately 225 customers. 


The Trickling Filter Beds were given two treat- 
ments of caustic, not only for sanitary reasons but to 
prolong the life of the Beds. 


Through the co-operation of the State Board of 
Health we have reduced the amount of lime used in the 
Imhoff Tanks more than 60: per cent. 


The entire Sewer System has been flushed at least 
once each year. 


Again I wish to thank all members of the Water 
and Sewer Department for their splendid co-operation 
‘during the past year and extend a cordial welcome to all 
visitors who wish to inspect the Pumping Stations and 
Treatment Plant.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
AMERICAN RED CROSS 


The year 1945 has been an exceptionally busy one 
for our chapter. 


The Home Service Committee,—Mrs. Bessie Clow, 
has given aid to 103 servicemen or their families. 
Conferences have been held; telegrams and letters 
received and sent; assistance given in obtaining and 
extending furloughs; loans guaranteed to enable serv- 
icemen to get home without waiting for money from 
their families; aid given in making out legal papers 
necessary for allotments and allowances; maternity aid. 
At the request of the military authorities, investiga- 
tions have been made. Financial aid has been given, 
pending adjustment of claims, and personal counsel 
wherever it might prove acceptable and helpful. 


The Disaster Committee, Harold Hart, Chairman, 
has reorganized, with a view to handling local diffi- 
culties which may arise, as a result, for example, of 
hurricane, flood or fire. Each year, it is our privilege 
to give assistance to one or more families, and 1944 was 
no exception. : 


In the nursing service, Mrs. Jesse Gould, Chair- 
man, total visits for the year amounted to 1,176, com- 
pared with 1,584 in 1943. Combining school health 
work with district nursing service, makes a comprehen- 
Sive health program for the entire community and Miss 
Dencie Ward is proving herself most acceptable in the 
position of public health nurse. (See her report, given 
separately). 


The Home Nursing Committee, Mrs. Muriel E. 
Dunham, Chairman, is just getting under way, and has 
been fortunate in procuring the services of Mrs. R. W. 
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Detscher to instruct a class which will be held two 
evenings a week for six weeks, commencing in March. 


Our life Saving, Water Safety, and Accident Pre- 
vention Committee, Le Roy Mansfield, Chairman, has 
put in a busy time clearing up the beach, destroying 
poison ivy, erecting dressing rooms, and supervising 
the work of the swimming instructor. Under the gui- 
dance of Miss Beatrice Horne, many young people were 
taught to swim, and others qualified as life-savers. 
Refresher courses in first-aid have also been given. 


Our schools have been enrolled, 100%, in the 
Junior Red Cross, under the leadership of Mrs. Flo- 
rence Raymond, and conducted a most successful tag 
day in the summer. The young people are engaged in 
numerous projects, for the benefit of our servicemen, 
and others. | 


Miss Josephine Rust is chairman of Volunteer 
Services, which include five groups. 


The outstanding contribution of the Motor Corps, 
Mrs. Ruth A. Thompson, Captain, was the transporta- 
tion, from January to June, of three deaf children; to 
Rochester and back, for lip-reading instruction, which 
proved of great value. 


The Canteen Group, Mrs. Gladys Tuttle, Chair- 
man, cooperated with groups from Tuftonboro, Wake- 
field and Ossipee, in furinshing hot coffee and 
doughnuts for all inductees moving out of Ossipee. 
Our local group served food and hot drinks to service- 
men stationed here at the time of the plane crash, 
March, 1944; prepared vegetables for the freezer at 
Huggins Hospital; and canned vegetables for school 
lunches. Our trailer was loaned three times for civic 
affairs, and is always ready for emergency service. 
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The Nurses Aides, Mrs. Ethel C. Dye, Chairman, 
continue their fine work as a volunteer group. Miss 
Fisher, Supt. of Huggins Hospital, says there have been 
times when they could not have managed without the 
help of these faithful workers. During 1944, four local 
women gave nearly 200 hours each, and six summer 
residents gave an additional 200 hours. 


The Production Committee, Mrs. Dorothy Thibo- 
deau, Chairman, made two trips to Grenier Field, 
delivering 288 kit bags, on emergency call, 60: workers 
produced a total of 817 completed garments, giving 
2,086 hours. The Chapter will miss the very efficient 
leadership, and splendid spirit of Mrs. Thibodeau, who 
follows her husband to California. 


The Surgical Dressings group, Mrs. Belle Tuttle, 
Chairman, made and shipped, from January 1, to No- 
vember 1, 1944, 216,400 surgical dressings ; Tuftonboro 
women completing 12,648, Wakefield women, 60,639, 
and Wolfeboro women, 143,118. Since the work was 
started October 6, 1942, approximately 300 women, 
working a total of 35,612 hours, made a total of 392,400 
Surgical dressings; a magnificient job. 


We have registered 92 blood donors, contributing 
to the mobile unit visiting Laconia from time to time. 
36 went in April; 31 in August; 25 in November. Of 
these, nine have donated three times, and sixteen, twice. 


The 1945 Red Cross War Fund drive will be on 
from March 1 to 31st, and we think you will agree that 
the fine work of our chapter merits the whole-hearted 
support of all our people.

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One Crippled Children’s case was taken to the 
Boston Artificial Limb Company. 

Three children were taken to Rochester to lip- 
reading classes twice a week from January to June, 
thanks to the cooperation of the Motor Corps. 

Daily treatments were given to two poliomyelitis 
victims after their return from the hospital in Man- 
chester. A volunteer helper assisted materially in this 
work. 

A nutrition program for the schools was outlined 
with the assistance of Miss Smith, Home Demonstra- 
tion Agent, and Miss Hinman, Nutrition Consultant in 
the State Department of Health. One tangible outcome 
of this nutrition program is the resumption of the 
school lunches after surmounting war- time shortages 
and difficulties in finance. 


Not strictly a nursing accomplishment, but a nec- 
essary auxiliary and an accomplishment that required 
much patience, resourcefulness and red tape under war- 
time conditions, was the purchase of a new car for the 
nursing service. 


A year ago the nursing personel felt like a new 
baby just getting used to its worldly surroundings. 
This past year has seen growth to the creeping stage, 
with a tremendous amount of public health information 
coming to its attention. This information has not all 
been assimilated yet, but we are eager to learn and hope 
that another year will see us even better equipped to 
serve our community. We canot hope, however, to be 
of the greatest service until we have reached maturity 
and attained a real grasp of the ever-widening field of 
public health nursing.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 
To the Selectmen of the Town of Wolfeboro, N. H.: 


There have been no contagious disease epidemics 
during the past year. History shows that epidemics 
are fairly common and often reach serious major pro- 
portions in war time. Fortunately, in this wartime 
period, there have been no such throughout the nation, 
with the possible exception of anterior poliomyelitis, 
otherwise known as infantile paralysis, of which there 
were around 19,000 cases throughout the United States 
last summer and fall. Wolfeboro had only two such 
cases, both of whom were promptly recognized and sent 
to the Eliot Hospital in Manchester for isolation and 
treatment by orthopedic specialists. These two cases 
were not of a fatal nature and, while they resulted in 
‘some paralysis of leg muscles, expert physiotherapy by 
Mrs. Dorothy Crosby, who has generously volunteered 
her services, has brought about improvement in the 
muscle function of these afflicted children. It is not as 
yet definitely. known how infantile paralysis spreads but 
it is not generally believed that it is necessarily trans- 
mitted by personal contact. However, the general rule 
of the State Board of Health is to isolate all family 
contacts under the age of 16 years for two weeks after 
the disease is recognized in a member of the family. 
Wolfeboro’s two cases were financed under the auspices 
of the New Hampshire Crippled Children’s Association 
and were given the best of hospital and medical care. 
This organization deserves the support of all individ- 
uals throughout the community and the state. 


The usual occasional cases of measles, chicken pox, 
mumps, and whooping cough came to attention but none 
were serious and none of these diseases ever reached 
epidemic proportions. 
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Milk and water samples were periodically sent to 
the State Laboratory for analysis and in each case met 
the standards of the department. 


An immunization clinic for inoculation against 
diphtheria was held in Carpenter School and about 100 
children, who had never previously been immunized, 
were given this valuable preventive service. 


Huggins Hospital has maintained its high stand- 
ards of efficiency and care in giving nursing, medical 
and surgical services to the community despite inevi- 
table shortages of nurses. Voluntary workers, and 
especially Nurses’ Aids, have been of inestimable help 
at the hospital. Miss Dencie Ward, R. N., the public 
health nurse of the Wolfeboro Chapter of the American 
Red Cross, has done excellent work both as school nurse 
and public health nurse. She has been most capable 
and efficient and her cheerful, willing personality has 
endeared her to everyone. 


We all trust and hope that the general health, and 
maintenance of services in connection therewith, will] 
be able to be maintained at the same high level during 
the coming, trying year.

Bathing Beach 


We are happy to report another successful season 
at the Beach, which opened on July 1st and closed Labor 
Day. The life guard, Miss Beatrice L. Horne, con- 
ducted classes in swimming and there were issued 
twenty-two certificates to local children, who had qua- 
lified in various stages of swimming under Red Cross 
Water Safety regulations. 


The checked attendance at the beach for the season 
was 5,125 and many more used the bathing facilities at 
the beach after the lifeguard had gone off duty for the 
day. The largest day’s attendance, as close as could 
be checked as 173 and this occurred in July. 


No serious accidents occurred at the beach al- 
though a few bathers became exhausted by attemtping 
to swim too long without resting. 


Two new bath houses were erected at the beach 
this year each having four separate compartments and 
these were a definite improvement to the beach setup. 


A small float will be placed near the shore this 
summer for the little children who are not qualified to 
go out to the large float. 


Skating Rink 


Both skating rinks were opened this year and the 
hockey sides were erected on the larger rink, but owing 
to the heavy snows and our inability to keep the rinks 
cleaned it was deemed wise by the Commission to close 
the rinks early in February. It is hoped that next year 
conditions will be such that greater use can be made of 
the ice surface.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Discipline calls for personal restraint from follow- 
ing unrestricted natural impulses to do as one pleases 
with regard to fire; alertness in cautioning others 
against imprudent and illegal burning and in promptly 
reporting fires to the local forest fire warden; coopera- 
tion in complying with laws, rules and regulations gov- 
erning the kindling and care of fires, smoking, safety 
of mechanical units using fire in and near woodlands 
and assisting the local warden in extinguishing such 
fires aS may occur. 


Your town warden is, perhaps, more perplexed and 
anxious during these war years than ever before be- 
cause of increased forest fire hazards and diminishing’ 
supplies of available manpower. He looks directly to 
you to aid him. Will you? You can aid him most 
effectively by always securing the required permit be- 
fore attempting to burn and by complying fully with 
permit requirements; by being patient when he advises 
of departmental restrictions on permit burning or that 
he deems it unsafe to burn; and by giving him the 
needed assistance in extinguishing fires when he needs 
your help. To do so is to meet one real test of citi- 
zenship. 


The wartime restrictions against the issuing of 
permits for burning rubbish, brush, etc., have caused 
considerable inconvenience to many people but they 
were made with the intent of being a benefit to the 
majority. 


That these restrictions have been a benefit to the 
citizens of Wolfeboro is shown by the fire record. In 
1943 the department was called to extinguish two for-

est fires and in 1944 none. There was no expense 
to the town for any of these fires, in each case the re- 
sponsible party assuming all costs.
